When the coat was opened the un- 


I dertakers noticed blood on the shirt. 
' They also saw that the index finger of 
! the left hand was blackened with 
powder smoke. 
A bullet hole, evi- 


dently made by a :;2-caliber revolver, 
was found a little above and to the left 
of the naval, and Coroner Brown was 
at once summoned to the house. He 
ordered another inqncut and impan- 
elled a jury to view the body. 


On being- questioned, the members of 


the household claimed not to have 
heard the sound of a revolver shot, and 
naid that they knew of no reason for 
the death of the old man under such 
peculiar circumstances, and that they 
did not Icnow who buttoned the coat of 
the dead man after the coroner left the 
house. 


Coroner Brown says: "Dr. Huff told 


me he thought the man died of apo- 
plexy. 
The man was fully dresiied, 


and 1 thought he had fallen over and 
died. When the undertakers informed 
me about finding the bullet wound I 
hastened to the house again. 
I imme- 


diately commenced to search for the 
weapon. 
I found it under the bureau 


on the floor." 


The case will be fully investigated.

took the places voluntarily vacated by 
the strikers, and the result is the rail- 
road company has begun to move its shops 
from there to another point. This has 
proved a revelation to the people of 
Brazil, and they»are making every effort 
to induce the railroad not to move their 
shops. (They have subscribed money 
freely to prosecute strikers who assault 
or intimidate men who take the places of 
the strikers, and are promising every- 
thing. What has happened to change 
the

Why don't they continue to encourage 
the war on the railroads and the shops? 
The answer is obvious. They might tear 
up the tracks, burn the shops and beat

Agreement Expected to be 


Beached To-Day. 


EL ARRANGED EXCEPT COAL ABB IROS 


committee room yesterday. There 
waf, ample ground for the many 
conflicting rumors that were flying 
about concerning coal and iron. 
At THE WORST TO COMB. 


These Items also Disposed of in Princi- 


ple, but Not in Fact—Toe Matter 


Must be Settled To-Day 


or Never. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The "to-mor- 


row" npon which the tariff conferees 
have been for weeks promising an 
agreement at last gives promise of ful- 
fillment 
When the tariff conferees, 


adjourned at a few minutes before fi 
o clock last night it was -vith the un- 
derstanding that at the session this 
morning all the details should be ar- 
ranged, and. the republicans be called 
in and informed of what their demo- 
cratic colleagues had done. 


One of the most prominent managers 


on the part of the senate made the 
•emphatic statement that to-day would 
see the end of the conference and that 
by ni;rnt there -would lie either an 
agreement or a general breaking up of 
the conference. 
But one thing, he 


haiil. could postpone the result any 
longer 
should the house conferee', 


agree to an agreement anil the arrange- 
ment of the details consume such time 
as to run the \\ ork over into the next 
day, that would be permitted, but oth- 
erwise the close of to-day would wit- 
ness the end of the labors of the con- 
ferees on the tariff bill. So little is 
yet to be accomplished, however, that 
there is every likelihood that the re- 
publicans can be called in at an early 
hour, and there 41 oukl be no surprise if 
the senate should have the report of 
the conferees at a reasonably early 
hour this afternoon. 


The hitch that still remains for set- 


tlement is iron ure and coul. Ho far as 
the principle is concerned t' ese items 
seem to be disposed of finally. One of 
them is to be free and the other dutia- 
able, and these matters were the sub- 
ject of three distinct changes yester- 
day. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon it 
was decided that iron ore should Ve 
made free absolutely, and that coal 
should retain the rate of forty cents a 
ton fixed by the senate for a period of 
five years, at the end of which time it 
was to be free. Subsequently a propo- 
sition was made to fix a sliding scale 
that should reduce tke duty a specific 
percentage each year. This was an- 
tagonized, but the house, anxious to 
gain as much in the way of concession 
as possible.pcrsisted. and the result was 
that this matter was left until this 
morning for final decision 


At the conclusion of the conference 


all the members from both sides of the 
capital, appeared to be in a very happy 
frame of mind, and there appeared to 
be very good reason for their state- 
ments that an agreement would soon 
be made. One of the managers on the 
pert of the senate said that if there 
wan an agreement the sugar schedule 
•would remain as it was published by 
the United Press Friday of last week, 
to-wlt: 
Forty 
per cent 
on raw 


nugar; 40 per cent, on the raw sugar in 
the refined, and one-fifth of a cent dif- 
ferential on refined sugar. This sena- 
tor also said that he never heard of a 
proposition that gained some credence 
two or three days ago to the effect that 
the baste of the collection of the duty 
on refined sugar was to be duty col- 
lected on 105 pounds of raw sugar for 
every 100 pounds of refined sugar. As 
far, then, as sugar is concerned, it has 
ont no figure in the conference, and is 
looked upon by the conferees'as set- 
tled. 


Lead ore, about which there has been 


'a great deal of quiet talk, is said to be 
nettled in the same way. An effort 
was made in some quarters to have the 
house rate, which greatly reduced the 
duties, restored, but this was not done. 


As indicated in these dispatches some 


days ago, the senate rate on tobacco 
will probably stand, and whisky, which 
•was disposec of by the conferees some 
days ago, will be put back to one dol- 
lara gallon, provided the bonded period 
may be extended from five to eight 
years by the payment, after the end of 
five years, of an additional tax of five 
cents a gallon per year. It is- also un- 
derstood that the senate provisions on 
woolens, cotton goods and the metal 
schedule, have been cut into but little, 
compared with the cuts npon which 
the house insisted. 


There are indications that the rea- 


son the conferees did not finally settle 
coal and iron last night was that the 
senate members might have an oppor- 
tunity of consulting with their col- 
leagues to see how the proposition 
submitted in conference was received. 
The latest proposition is to put iron 
ore on the free list and. reduce the 
duty on coal five cents per annum un- 
til it gradually reaches the free list, a 
proposition that wilt not be nearly so 
acceptable as the other which leaves it 
untouched for five years. 


A careful canvass of 
the senate 


•bowed the senate conferees that they 
could not touch coal without imperil' 
tag the whole bill, while iron might be 
tampered with without having that 
disastrous effect. 


A prominent member of the conserv- 


atives was called npon by one of the 
conferees last evening for advice as to 
how he and his colleagues should act 
in this matter, and was told that the 
day for giving advice had passed. The 
conferee* might now, this senator said 
bring in any kind of a report they 
pleated and the senate would vote 
•pott it. 
To-day will probably see this report, 


and it does not necessarily follow that 
tke senate will accept it. The con- 
ferees will meet promptly at 10 o'clock 
bttt no one can yet tell jnst when the 
repablicans will be admitted to the 
aeereU of the conference room. 


H may be, however, that the senate 


conferees may nave more trouble than 
ttay anticipate in removing the objec- 
tions of their boose colleagues to cer- 
tain things that transpired in th* 


one stage of the proceedings the sen- 
ate conferees tooi the bull by the i 
horns and told the house conferees' 
they could have either coal or iron] 
free and the house promptly accepted 
coal. Then began the canvass of the ; 
conservatives to see what would be the 
result of this compromise. 
It was 


seen at once that such a scheme doomed 
the bill to failure and made such men 
as Fanlkner, Pugh, Camden anfl Gor- 
inan indignant. 


The senate conferees went back and 


told their associates that they could 
not grant the concession, and despair 
once more reigned in the committee 
room. The house men finally accepted 
free iron ore as a solace for their in- 
juries, but subsequently insisted that 
they should have that which was origi- 
nally given them. That was the con- 
dition of affairs when the conferees ad- 
journed for the night. 


That a report of some kind will be 


forthcoming to-day is almost a cer- 
tainty. What its fate will be the next 
few hours will tell. What the policy 
of the republicans will be cannot now
